DEFENDANT’S EVIDENCE. 

Edward Doyle, the defendant, was examined 
by Mr. Fitegibbon.

Two days after- 
wards the old man told him that he was able to 
pay for his maintenance, and he produced 
£5 10s. in cash arid a deposit receipt for £10 
in the Munster and Leinster Bank. He said 
nothing to the old man about the bonds. The 
old man had given him charge of the bonds. 
He imvited Mr. Tench, soliciter, with the view 
of enabling Morrissey to make his will, but he 
refused to make a will. Mr. Tench asked him 
to whom he was to give the bonds, at the 
same time handing them to the old man. The 
old man took the bundle and pointed to him 
(witness) and said “To him.” The old man 
then handed them to him, saying, “ Here, you 
are best entitled to them.” Witness was sur- 
prised, and thought that there was a “ mis- 
carriage” in the matter of the will.

DELIVERY OF A MOTOR TRACTOR. 


In the King’s Bench Division the Lord Chief 
Justice, Mr. Justice Pim, and Mr. Justice Gor- 
don gave judgment in the case of Thompson’s 
Motor Car Co., L#té@.;- Dublin, ainst John 
Jeffers, farmer, Dublin, which was heard at the 
previous sittings.

OUR WILD ANIMALS. 

A popular and well illustrated little 
volume, with up-to-date information on 
the subject of the mammalian life of these 
islands, is—«'.igularly me thing for 
which the students of field zoology have 
long been sighing. It is, therefore, a 
genuine treat to find oneself face to face 
with the really pocketable and beautifully 
illustrated little book which Mr. Step has 
added to the well-known “ Wayside and 
Woodland ” series. To some zoologists it 
will, no doubt, be a grievance ‘that th: 
marine mammals—the seals and whales— 
are omitted, as not coming strictly within 
a “ wayside and woodland’ purview; but 
Mr. Step has given a compensation for this 
omission by imcluding the reptiles and 
batrachians, as well as the non-marine 
mammals, in his volume. 

It would be difficult to speak too highly 
of the 111 plates (many of them coloured) 
with which such noted photographers of 
wild life as Mr. Douglas English, Mr. 
Oxley Grabham, and Mr. Step himself, 
with a few others, have enriched the 
volume. It is true that the colouriug (by 
Mr. W. J. Stokoe) sometimes adds more 
to the attractiveness than to the accuracy 
of the pictures—a feature specially notice- 
able in the bats, which are seldom of the 
correct shade. ‘The pipistrelle is of much 
too bright a red, the noctule not nearly 
bright enough, and Daubenton’s bat of far 
too warm a brown. But these are quite 
unimportant defects, and cannot lead to 
misidentification, though they may occa- 
sionally cause. beginners a little per- 
plexity. Some of the plates are quite sur- 
prisingly animated. We would specially 
commend that which does duty as frontis- 
Ia of a hedgehog photographed by Mr. 

ouglas English “preparing to attack a 
grass snake.’’ 

In the descriptive parts of the book the 
field student will here and there meet with 
statements that may somewhat shake his 
faith in the author’s thoroughn 
investigator. For instance, Mr. Seep tells 
us that the frog, though distributed widely 
all over Britain, “is only of local occur- 
rence in Ireland.’’ This is surely a most 
unhappy way of putting the fact that the 
frog 1s absent from outlying islands like 
Lambay, Rathlin, etc. So far as the Irish 
mainland is concerned, we confess that we 
should be rather surprised if Mr. Step 
could name for us a district where, frogs 
are not more abundant than they are in 
most parts of England. In treating of the 
squirrel he makes the astonishing asser- 
tion that it “rarely descends to the 
ground, except for the purpose of crossing 
a wide woodland road or to seek water at 
a stream.” We have a vivid recollection 
of once counting forty of these pretty 
animals in sight at once, mushroom-hunt 
ing, beneath the trees of a County Wexford 
wood. Nor are fungi the only bait that 
brings the squirrel to the ground, for he 
may often be watched in spring digging 
up the sprouting beech-nuts, and we have 
encountered him in summer on the top of 
the Three Rock Mountain, living, it would 
seem, & joyous gipsy life on the bilberries— 
and, perhaps, the crowberries—that crown 
that treeless spot. 

We regret alse to find that Mr. Step— 
following Bell, Lydekker, Aflalo, and other 
popular authors, who apparently all copy 
one another—repeats the old statement 
that the young of the squirre] are born 
“in summer.” Had he been a reader of 
the’ Irish Naturélist, he would know 
how abundant wag the evidence showing

there is strong reason for believing that 
these are frequently ” broods. In 
any case, the statement that summer 1s 
the usual time of birth cannot be accepted 
without large qualification. 

Dealing with those unpopular heasts, 
the rats, Mr. Step puts forward the in 
teresting but (to our thinking) gaiseabta 
opinion that the so-called ' old Englis 
black rat” was at home in Ireland for 
more than a hundred years pefore its first 
invasion of England. We have, of course, 
the good anthority of Giraldus Cambrensis 
for the fact that rats, which must have 
been of this species, were abundant in Ire- 
land at the time of his visit with Prince 
John in 1185; but the tone in which 
Giraldus speaks of them does not seem to 
suggest any unfamiliarity on his part with 
the same animals elsewhere, | 
it hard to believe that they first came to 
Ireland “ by long sea ” from the Continent. 
On the other hand, the statement that the 
wild cat “appears never to heave been a 
native of Ireland ”’ , omg s the result of 
recent investigation by Dr. Scharff and 
Major Barrett-Hamilton, which seems to 
establish the fact that wild catse—possibly, 
though not certainly, identical with the 
“British tiger ’’—existed in Ireland in 
early historical times. 

Too little is told us about the ages to 
which our animals live, and that little is 
not always satisfactory. Mr. Step sug- 
gests four years as the probable length of 
a bat’s life. This, we venture to say, 1s 
altogether short of the mark. Bats, for 
such small animals, are extraordinarily 
slow breeders, none of our Irish species 
producing more than one young one in the 
course of a year, while some, such as the 
Lesser Horseshoe Bat, have been ascertained 
not to begin breeding until nearly three 
years old. This fact alone suffices to prove 
that a bat must live for more than four 
years to produce the mimmum number of 
young to keep its species from dying out, 
with the smallest possible allowance for 
“ ynder-age mortality.”’ 

But on top of this obvious considera- 
tion we have the further fact—briefly 
noticed by Mr. Step himself—that the 
males of this slow-breeding Lesser 
Horseshoe Bat appear to be considerably 
more numerous than the females. Now, 
it is axiomatic that unless the average 

rogeny of the female includes at least one 
Laake ofispring the species must die out; 
vet the Lesser Horseshoe Bat is so abundant 
in parts of Galway and Clare that. some 
naturalists have pronounced it the 
commonest bat of those counties. On this 
principle, if the available statistics as to 
excess of males can be trusted, the life of 
a female Lesser Horseshoe Bat must be 
nearer to fourteen years than to four. 

For the reasons mentioned wé cannot re- 
commend such absolute confidence in Mr. 
Step’s teaching as it would be a real 
sleasure to place in so welcome and beauti- 
ul a volume as he has produced. It is, 
however, beyond question the best. book 
of its kind in existence, and one that no 
student or lover of field life should miss 
an opportunity of possessing.

PILLARS OF THE STATE. 

Many sketches of the: prominent per- 
sonages of the day are now before the 
public. Mr. Raymond, for instance, has 
done a series of interesting sketches; but 
all are taken at Persea ee In Mr. Side- 
botham’s work, however, there is an im- 
timacy which adds much to the pleasure of 
the reader. Like Mr. Raymond, he draws 
character-eketches of leading men of the 
day + but, unlike Mr. Raymond, he knows 
far more of the man than appears on the 
surface. 

One of the most penetrating sketches in 
the book is that of Lord Grey of Fallodon. 
The author points out that Lord Grey 
belongs to a type of character whose dis- 
tinction lies in the avoidance of salience’ 
and eccentricities, whether of expression, 
of thought, or of emotion—that in him 
there is a reserve too proud to be vain, 
too shy to be arrogant. We note, too, that 
Lord Grey gave few indications of great- 
ness before the revival of Liberalism which 
began after the Boer War. “In 1906 little 
more than a name, in 1914 he wielded a 
moral sway such as hardly another Foreign 
Secretary has ever done. With évery one 


of his enemies—and he had many—ran- {| 


sacking eon eee he had said about 
our relations with Germany, none ever 
succeeded in putting his hand on a single 
sentence and saying, ‘ There you deceived 
us. 
truth was, ‘ You did not tell us all.’ It 
will always be one of the most interesting 
speculations im politics how the event 
would have shaped itself if he had.”’ 

Mr. Sidebotham’s articles appeared in 
The Tvmes, and this-fact yields us informa- 
tion of the angle from which the artist ap- 


| proaches his sitters. This has to be borne in 


mind now and then, especially in the 
sketches of Lord Carson and Mr. Lloyd 
George. We agree with the author in 
thinking that there is no career at 
this moment in English politics equal 
to the Prime Minister's in variety 
and acuteness of interest, none so 
baffling to a fair judgment, and cer- 
tainly none that has had so magnificent 
a stage-setting. : 

Mr. Sidebotham gives us two portraits 
of the Prime Minister. One is Mr. Lloyd 
George up to 1910, and the other is Mr. 
Lloyd George since that date. “ The whole 
world.” we read, “was Mr. Lloyd George’s 
school, and he never ceased learning; but 
he suffered from the lack of the early 
mental discipline, without which a man 
rarely attains the great virtue of intel- 
lectual patience. Mr. Lloyd George has the 
quickest mind in politics, but it is im- 
patient of detail, incapable of avoiding a 
short cut, and prene to the skimble 
skamble when he is not interested. He 
trips over his own nimbleness. And as he 
grew older, his respect for the expert, for 
storied learning, and for the aptistry and 
craftsmanship of life, grew less and less; 
his faith in extemporisation, in power of 
‘rigging’ and ‘fixing up’ anything grew 
more and more, He is one of the few 
Englishmen who believed that machinery 
in politics, as in industry, is only made to 
be scrapped.’’ These sentences are more 
than graceful writing: they go to the 
very heart of the matter. 

Take another paragraph: “It would be 
almost impossible to praise Mr. Lloyd 
George’s qualities as a war Prime Minister 
too highly. It brought out the pure gold 
of his genius, as those who knew him in 
1900 might have predicted that it would. 
His realism in war was like a gift from 
heaven. He had more strategy in his little 
finger than the average general in his 
whole body; he was the first to discover 
that industry at home was the army at the 
base, and to act upon his discovery, and 
(except, perhaps, for a few moments in 
1917), ‘he never lost faith in our victory 
and inspired others with his faith and 
with his works. These things should not 
be forgotten, nor shall we be allowed to 
forget them. What is much more easily 
forgotten is that these war virtues are the

“It is no good pretend- 
ing that the appointment of General 
Smuts was not a bit of a shock to most 
people.” The ten months’ campaign 
which followed was characteristic of 
Smuts. He acted with great, if temporary, 
success, boldly disregarded the a Ls 
trative arrangements and _ difficulties, 
drove the enemy back, end then — 
announced that the war was virtually over. 


It had, as a matter of fact, barely begun. 
General Fendall speak quite plaimly 
about General Smuts’s “implications ’’ 


and the unenviable position of General 
Hoskins, who was appointed to succeed, 
and was ex ed to be able to report 
within a few weeks that the enemy force 
had ceased to exist. Headquarters at 
home forget about German East Africa. 
Hoskins could not get men or material to 
pursue the campaign to a successful con- 
elusion. Hawever, he fashioned a weapon 
out of native troops, but just as he was 
ready to use it, he was replaced. 

The services themselves are not spared. 
Troops were guilty of wastefulness, and 
there was an unnecessary loss by invalid- 
ing. The Navy did not always co-operate 
to the best of its ability especially with 
the Inland Water Transport. General 
Fendall pays many tributes to friends and 
enemies. Of General von Lettow, the Ger- 
man commander, he says that he “ gave 
the impression of being a regular I, sow 
a man of outstanding ability, and a gentle- 
man.” Von Schnee, the ex-Governor, he 
says, gave a very different impression. 
“He had not the open loek, nor had he 
the manner of von Lettow. He was a man 
of the less presentable lawyer class, full 
of cunning, no means a fool, but not 
a gentleman.” There are many fine illus- 
trations in the book and a good map, 
which is awkwardly placed.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

In these days of world-wide unrest and 
social upheaval men’s minds turn back 
almost unconsciously to those great leaders 
who, by their tireless activities and whole- 
hea devotion to a national cause, 
steeted their countries through troublous 
times and paved the way for future great- 
ness and prosperity. Such a man was 
Abraham Lincoln, and, since it was he who 
laid down the first principles of true 
democracy, this fresh study of his life 
comes at a singularly appropriate time. 
There are few figures in modern history 
which inspire such admiration and respect. 
Lincoln's long and lonely struggle against 
adverse conditions fitted Foe peculiarly for 
the part, which he had to play in the his- 
tory of his country. 

Mr. Paradise gives us a vefy sympa- 
thetic description of the life of this great 
man—the poverty and hardships of his 
youth, his early ambitions, and his slow 
and painful realisation of his loftiest 
ideals.

Next Year’s Budget. 


The taxpayer's thoughts are turning with 
some anxiety to the problem of next year’s 
Budget. As matters stand at present, 
there is every cause for gloom. During the 
first two years aiter the war the incidence 
of taxation was hardly felt in the 
delirium which seized the nation. Every- 
body seemed to have plenty of money. 


Wages, salaries, profits, and dividends all 


were rising, and, if taxes were heavy, 
people were well able to pay them. Now 
al] that has changed. Taxes are heavier 
than ever they were, bat the tide of pros- 
perity has ebbed away. Wages have fallen, 
and the man who has any kind of job 
must consider himself lucky. Bonuses in 
the Civil Service. and elsewhere have been 
shrinking steadily; profits are few and 
far between and dividends are down. 
In shórt, the artificial “ boom ” has dis. 
appeared, and the nation is face to face 
with stark reality. Britain is taxed at a 
rate which might be justified if she were 
as rich as America; but, in the circum- 
stances, it is little short. of ruinous. The 
last resources of the people are being 
drained by income-tax and the several 
other imposis which have been invented 
by a prodigal Government. Businesses are 
being strangled in their infancy ; trade is 
being baulked at every turn; individuals 
am being forced to borrow to meet the

Treasury's demands. The collapse of the

German mark is playing havoc with our 
export trade and the industrial horizon 
holds scarcely a gleam of light. 

What, then, are the chances of relief 
from taxation in the next Budget? During 
the past seven months the nation’s 
revenue has amounted to £527,719,000. 
The yield of the corresponding period 
last year was £726,530,000;  there- 
fore, there is-a fall in revenue to date 
of £198,811,000. The estimated fall for 
the full twelve months was £200,000,000, 
and the estimated - revenue was 
£1,216,650,000. Consequently, in order 
that the Budget may be balanced, 
£688,931,000 must be collected within the 
next five months. It is true that the last 
three months always yield the richest 
revenue, but the most blatant optimist must 
admit that the feat is impossible. Then 
take expenditute. ‘The Budget estimate 
for the whole year was £1,130,204,000. 
Already the Government has: spent 
£582,854,000, or £55,135,000 more than it 
has received.in revenue, and the decrease 
in expenditure, in comparison with last 
year, is only £48,272,000. To keep within 
its estimates, therefore, the Government 
must restrict its expenditure between now 
and the end of March to £547,350,000. 
Here again the chances of  guccess 
are almost negligible. In addition to 
the ordinary expenses of government, 


,£30,000,000 must be paid to the railways 


at the end of the year; the farmers must 
be compensated for the withdrawal of their 
guarantee; the supplementary estimates 
for the Defence Force must be covered, and 
the Bill for Mr. Lloyd George’s unemploy- 
ment proposals must be met. The net 
resuit is that, when the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer comes to balance his Badget, 
he is likely to find that his revenue is 
less and his expenditure greater than his 
estimates. 

The nation must face at least another 
year of heavy taxes and must gird its loins 
for a continuance of its struggle against 
adversity. Yesterday the Bank of Eng- 
land redaced its discount rate from 54 to 
This reduction is calculated 
to give a great fillip to trade, and, while 
it is hardly likely to change the situation 
in regard to the Budget, it wil tend to 
make things easier for everybody. Unfor- 
tunately, it does not apply to Ireland. 
The arrangement is that, when the Bank 
of England rate is over 5 per cent., the 
Irish rate is a half per cent. above it; 
whereas, when the English rate is at 5 per 
cent., the Irish rate is kept at 6 per 
cent. It is difficult to justify the wile dis- 
parity, and @ reduction of one-half per 
cent. would be welcomed by all Irish busi- 
ness men. Be that as it may, the great 
need of the moment is an energetic trade 
“offensive’’ throughout the Kingdom. 
Too much stress cannot be laid upon 
the vital necessity of ecomomy both in 
public and in private affairs. Costs must 
be reduced if markets are to be won, and 
ultimately nothing but thrift can reduce 
them. Some people say that Europe is 
suffering from over-production. Nothing 
could be more absurd. If prices were re- 
duced all round, there would be an in- 
satiable demand for goods of every descrip- 
tion, and Britain would be the first 
country to benefit. By rigid economy 
cheap goods can be produced and sold, 
taxes can be borne with less discomfort, 
and jobs can be provided for all who are 
willing to work. The remedy may be old- 
fashioned, but it is sound. At any rate, 
all other remedies have failed, and it 
must receive a trial. 


Overseas Settlement. 


Yesterday the House of Commons dis- 
cussed the -policy of assisted emigration. 
The subject is made timely by the grim 
announcement that 175,000 miners are 
out of work. Hitherto the Government's 
schemes of overseas settlement have been 
confined to ex-Service men. Sixty thousand 


of these have been helped to emigrate | 


since the end of the war and a further 
sixty thousand are ready to follow them. 
It is certain that economic depression will 
stimulate emigration for some years, and 
it is equally certain that many parts of 
the Dominions would profit by an influx 
of healthy manhood and womanhood from 
Great Britain. The right people must be 
sent to the right places. The Government 
must supervise the whole movement and, 
in conjunction with the Dominion Govern- 
ments, must organise an Imperial policy 
of emigration. Nearly one-half of the 
ex-Service emigrants have gone toCanada ; 
but the claims of “ White Australia’’ are 
likely. to become insistent in the near 
future. oe must. be settled, 
however, befoke any large part of Britain's 
surplus population can be invited to 
transfer itself to Australia. Full and 
accurate information must be supplied 
concerning the districts which are suitable 
for white settlers. On this point there is 
still much disagreement among Australians 
themselves, and the intending emigrant 
cannot afford to take risks. In the next 
place, steps must be taken to propitiate 
Australian Labour, which fears that whole- 
sale immigration would lower the stan- 
dard of wages. 


Dublin’s Gas Supply. 


It is announced that the Alliance and 
Dublin Consumers’ Gas Company has 
revised its scale of charges. When they 
get their accounts for the next quarter 
householders will find that they have been 
supplied with so many “therms”’ instead 
of so many thousand cubic feet of gas, 
and that the price of the therm ranges, 
according to locality, from 1s. 6d. to 
ls. 8.8d. A charge of 1s. 6d: a therm 
is the equivalent of a charge of 6s. 9d. 
per thousand cubic feet of gas. The com- 
pany claims that this is a generous con- 
cession to the consumer. The Secretary 
said yesterday that the new rates were 


“only 95 per cent. in excess of the pre-war 


rates, and he quoted statistics to prove 
that no other large gas undertaking had 
approached the 1914 level of prices so 
quickly. That may be true; but the fact 
remains that, even on the new scale, the 
price of gas in Dublin is greater than it 
is elsewhere. The harassed householder 
will find very little to comfort him in the 
knowledge that, owing to the marked 
“dissimilarity in the conditions’’ which 
prevail in the two cities, he must pay at 
the rate of 6s. Od. per thousand cubic 
feet while the Belfast consumer pays at 
the rate of 3s. 8d. So far as defective 
méters are concerned, the Secretary de- 
clared that the matter was “‘beyond the 
control of the management ” and that the 
defects had penalised the company more 
than they had penalised the public. 


The Snowmen. 


The report that the Mount Everest Ex- 
pedition found tracks of human feet at a 
great altitude is delightfully thrilling. 
Its appeal to our sense of wonder 
is more potent than that of any 
marvel of technical science. Some 
eminent travellers discredit the story, 
but we shall continue to believe it 
until the last possible moment. It is sup-

ported by a local tradition that wild and 
naked creatures, whom the Tibetans call 
“the abominable snowmen,” haunt the 
vast mountain heights, sustaining them- 
selves on a diet of roots and vermin. 
Moreover, Mr. William Hugh Knight, of 
the Royal Societies Club, has seen one 
of them. The month was November, the 
place the Tibetan hills. Suddenly, at a 
distance of fifteen or twenty paces, Mr.

If next year’s expedi- 
tion succeeds in tracing the snowman to 
his lair, it will help a tired world to 
recapture the vision of Herodotus and Sir 
John Mandeville. 


Light Cars. 


The “light car” is the special feature 
of the exhibition which opens in London 
to-day, and that fact shows that the 
motor industry has an acute apprecia- 
tion of the world’s needs. The market 
for luxurious, high-powered motor cars 
has not disappeared altogether, but it has 
been reduced considerably. Like the giant 
liner, the forty or fifty horse-power car 
has beconie too costly to run. To-day the 
demand is for a vehicle which will give a 
marvmum mileage for a minimum quantity 
of petrol—a vehicle which will carry four 
passengers over all sorts of roads in 
comfort and yet relieve its owner of the 
necessity of paying an exorbitant sum in 
taxation. Many British firms have de- 
voted their efforts towards the fulfilment 
of this demand, and the result is that 
Olympia is crowded with light cars. The 
potential puschaser’s main difficulty will 
be that of selection, for in a tour of the 
exhibition he will see a score of cars suited 
to his needs. All of them can be bought 
for comparatively low prices, and all of 
them have been designed to secure economy 
in running expenses.

MEATH SYNOD. 


INCREASED CLERICAL 
STIPENDS.

The financial condition of the diocese, the 
amalgamation of parishes, and the work of 
missions were among matters dealt with by the 
Most Rev. and Hon. B. J. Plunket, D.D., Bishop 
of the diocese, in his presidential address yester- 
day at the annual meeting of the Meath Dio 
cesan Synod in the Synod Hall, Christ Church 
place, Dublin. 

There was a good attendance of clerical and 
lay members. His Honour Judge Wakely, 
Chancellor of the diocese, acted as assessor. 

The President, addressing the Synod, ex- 
pressed regret that during the last twelve 
months the number of their clergy had been 
still further reduced, and went on to make 
sympathetic reference to the passing away of a 
number of prominent laymen in the diocese. It 
was a striking testimony of the loyalty and 
devotion of their Churchpeople in that diocese 
that, despite a reduction in their numbers, and 
notwithstanding the extra burden of taxation, 
the payment of assessment last year showed an 
increase of £1,000 on that of the year before, 
and represented the largest sum contributed for 
the past twenty years. (Hear, hear.) More 
gratifying still was the statement that the 
arrears| on assessment had been reduced by 
£500. He trusted that this effort to clear the 
parishes of debt would be vigorously pursued. 
They would notice that last year the amount of 
the special bonus given to the clergy amounted 
to £1,547. This year the amount distributed had 
been £2,027, an increase of over £500. He 
hoped tthe time would soon come when they 
would be able to dispense with these special 
bonuse’ altogether. Their clergy must have a 
secured and sufficient stipend, and not be de- 
pendent on doles from emergency funds and 
Pron from committees. Payments of this kind 

ered the dignity of their sacred office, and 
to the outsider suggested that the Church was 
lacking in businesslike and up-todate adminis- 
tration of its fund. 

As the amalgamation of parishes took -effect 
the need for these bonuses would, of .course, 
gradually disappear. The Council were now 
meeting every local effort to increase stipepds by 
promising a generous subsidy from diocesan 
sources. 

As to the prospective amalgamations within 
the diocese, tis lordship detailed the progress 
made since they last met, and said that the 
objections received from the parishes were 
glebes. 
Every parish naturally desired to retain its own 
glebe as the future residence of the incumbent 
of the new union. Obviously it would be quite 
impossible to satisfy everyone on this matter. 
The Council in deciding which glebe was to be 
retained would be influenced not so much by 
the fact that one parish had a larger population 
than the other, or even that one glebe was a 
better house, but it would, doubtless, aim at 
fixing the future residence of the clergy at 
il distances one from the other throughout 
the diocese. As soon as the final scheme had 
been passed by the Council all the parishes 
would again be communicated with, and the 
vestries summoned, according to the constitu- 
tion, to elect parochial nominators for the new 
union. 

In the report of the Diccesan Board of 
Education reference was made to a further de- 
crease in the number of. theif schools. They 
must put forth all their strength to keep open 
the schools which still‘remained. The Board of 
Education were fully alive to this pressing 
necessity, and were now in a position to give 
considerable help towards the maintaining of 
their smaller schools, He estimated that the 
amount available for this. purpose would be 
ahout £200 a year. They must make good use 
of this fresh source of assistance. He hoped 
the managers of their small schools would in 
future make their neéds known to the Board of 
Education. (Applause.) 

Dealing with the reports on missions and 
charities, Dr. Plunket sad that nothing wae a 
safer guide to the spiritual health of 
a Church than its readiness to pro 
mote the Kingdom of the Lord Fiáin 
Christ, outaide of its own borders. 
A special effort was being made at present to 
extend ithe medical mismons of the Church. 
He hoped their diocese was gomg to take a 
foremost part in that great movement. Some 
improvement might be made in the general 
organisation of missions in the diocese. Every 
parish should have its lay secretary for mis- 
sions, amd every missionary society should have 
sá. ae diocesan representative or secre- 


“Colonel Pepper, lay hon. secretary, in moving 
the adoption of the report of the Diocesan 
Council, said that it was thoroughly good 
one finaincially, showing, as ft did, an increase 
of £994 9s. om assessments. The figures were 
£4,942 4s. 6d. in 1919, and 25,036 lis. 4d. last 
year. They had to go back to 1902 to find a 
similar result. At the same time, the arrears. 
amountimg to £1,325, showed a decrease of 
£514. Five parishes, showing arrears amount- 
ing to £769, were mainly responsible for the 
arrears. He conld not help thinking that two 
or three of these parishes could, without 
difficulty, wipe off the amounts due. He alluded 
to the importance of. getting every parishioner, 
young and old, to contribute to their Church 
fund 


nd. 

Rev. Dr. Seymour seconded the motion. 

The report was adopted. 

The Dean of Clanmacnoise moved the adoption 
of the report of the Board of Education. He 
expressed the hope that every effort would be 
made to keep the schools, no matter how small, 
oing 
. Mr C. P. Coghill seconded the motion, which 
was passed. 

The reports on temperance and missions were 
also adopted, and, in regard to the latter, an 
appeal for more extended support was made.

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WASHINGTON 
CONFERENCE. 
AMERICA’S ELABORATE 
PREPARATIONS, 


Washington is setting the stage for the forth- 
coming Conference on the limitation of 
armaments with an unwonted air of expectancy. 
The réle of host to an international gathering 
of such momentous importance is new to the 
capital of the United States. It has brought 
world affairs for the first time to the American 
doorstep, and popular interest in the approach- 
ing deliberations Me accordingly been aroused 
to an unusual d 

This phase of the > Chian is, in iteelf, the 
subject of some speculation... W ether or not 
it is to mark the beginning of a popular Ameri- 
can interest in worid affairs, and the termina- 
tion of the aloofness which has been 
characteristic of the American people, remains 
to be seen. 

Elaborate preparations are an made for 
the opening of the Conference, ich will be 
coincident with the ceremonies etiendine the 
burial of the unknown soldier at the National 
nom | at Arlington. More world celebrities 
than Washington has seen before will be 
assembled for this purpose. Among them will 
be the delegates to the Conference. The British 
and French Premiers, Lord Beatty, Marshal 
Foch, General Diaz, and a host of: other 
-military and politica] celebrities, comng to 
Washington for the Conference, will take part 
in the ceremonies for the burying of the un- 
known hero. The French Government has in- 
formed the United States that Marshal Foch 
will remain in America to act as advisor to the 
French Delegation. 

in view of the ceremonies at Arlington, the 
opening of the Conference on November llth 
will be a purely formal affair. The actual 
organuing will not begin until the following 
day. The Conference itself will decide upon 
the methods by which it will approach the 
problems it has to conside r It is probable 
that a first move will be the appointment of 
various Committees or Commissions to handle 
specific problems. The reports of these Com- 
mittees will be made the basis of the delibera- 
tions of the full Conference. It is not im- 

robable, therefore, that some time will elapse 
wee the Conference proper proceeds with the 
discussion of the vital issues with which it will 
have to deal. 


- * * + - a 


It now seems probable that one of the first 
roblems to be considered will be the scope of 
he deliberations. In the main, the sugges- 
tions for agenda, proposed by Mr. Hughes on 
the part of the United States, have been 
approved by the participating Governments. 
Tere have been one or two suggestions for 
additional topics from foreign sources, and the 
American Delegation has decided to propose 
that the question of communications he taken 
up. But these matters are of comparatively 
a importance. There is no doubt that the 

inion prevails in several foreign capitals that 
the approaching Conference would afford an 
excellent opportunity for the discussion of the 
more serious problems which are of inter- 
national concern at the present moment. 
Among these is international finance. Whether 
this may be brought up under the rather flexible 
programme proposed by the United States is a 
question. 

It is the opinion of American officials that the 
projection of this and other complex problems 
would endanger the success of the Conference, 
and the United States, therefore, may be ex- 
pected to exert itself to hold the Conference 
down to the discussion of the problems formu- 
lated in the agenda proposed. Whether it will 
succeed is another matter. There is, even in 
Washington, an opinion that, the door having 
a opened to the discussion of political 

lems relating to the Far East, it will be 
[npoanible to prevent the introduction of any 
very serious —— which now confront the 
troubled world. 

The Administration and the Senate have come 
to an agresment regardimg the refunding of the 
foreign debts, and it is probable that the Com- 
mission to be appointed to take up this matter 
with the debtor Governments will be at work 
long before the Conference adjourns, The 
President has been anxious for some months 
that Congress should delegate to him the 
authority necessary to conduct these negotia- 
tions, in order that the uncertainty existin 
abroad regarding the attitude of the United 
Siates might be dispelled. 

It is regarded as rather signi ficant, however, 
that steps to this end are to be taken on the 
eve of the Conference. It is considered not im- 
probable that the attitude of the United States 
as a creditor nation will have a direct relation- 
ship with any agreement the Conference might 
reach for the limitation of military and naval 
expenditures. 

The policy to be followed by the United States 
at the forthoéming deliberations is being de- 
cided at the meetings of the American Delega- 
tion which are now in grua - to the pre- 
sent time there has been only cér us fore- 
ghadowing of the attitude the “United States 
will take. This is due in large measure to the 
fact that it has Leen the American idea from 
the beginning that preconceived plans should be 
avoided, and that any agreement to be reached 
should be evolved out of the full and frank dis- 
cussions of the various delegations. For this 
reason the State Department has been carcful 
to make no predictions as to what. man or 
might not, be done. The appearance has been 
carefully avoided of attempting to direct in 
advance the course the deliberations might take. 


* - * * + . 


It is obviously the point of view of the 
American Delegation that the main problem ip- 
volved in the limitation of armament is to be 
naval. How this is to be accomplished is: etill 
an _— question. For some weeks American 
naval authorities have been trying to arrive at 
the concept of a naval unit which will be ap- 
plicable to all countries. This has proved to he 
a most involved probiem. It is an easy matter 
to compare battle cruisers with battle cruisers 
and gunpowder with: gunpowder, but to de- 
termine the relative value of the submarine. 
the seaplane, and the battleship is quite another 
question. In this light there is ninch interest 
in the Japanese submarine programme. 

Regarding Far Eastern questions, the diffi- 
culties of the Conference probably will not be 
so great as has been antic! ipated. The pre- 
liminary negotiations between the United States 
and Japan upon this subject have been charac- 
terised by unusual] friendliness and a disposition 
to consider each other’s particular problems. I+ 
may be said on excellent authority that there is 
no disposition to ignore the difficulties which 
Japan faces because of her limited territory 
and excess population. 

On the contrary, it is probable that the 
United States, cognisant of these will act ac. 
cordingly. This is in decided contrast with the 
Chinese view, as reflected in the statements of 
Dr. Reinsch, who aHeges that Japan is not seek- 
i ing an outlet for her excess population in China. 
but is attempting to buttress her commercial 
interests by political advantages. 

Dr. Reinsch recently addressed the Army War 
e, setting off the Far Eastern situation in 
this light, and has been very active in writ! ag 
for the Press to the same effect.. Nevertheless. 
Washington opinion is inelined to look in a 
judicial spirit upon Japan’s problems, and there 
is some reason to believe that the United States 
will take the position that Japan hase a right to 
expand along norma! lines, ‘but that this expan- 
sion should be accomplished in an orerly 
manner and without trespassing upon the in- 
terests of other people. 


IRISH BUTTER TRADE 


A HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 


No branch of Irish commerce is engaging 
more attention at present than the butter 
trade, which was discussed at much length last 
week in County Limerick before the County 
Committee of Agriculture. In emphasising the 
importance of the industry, it was stated that 
in 1919 a total of 346.710 hundredweights, 
valued at £4,901,613, had been exported, which 
was apparently considered highly satisfactory. 

How far the figure falls ‘short of what it 
ought to be is shown by the returns of a 
century ago, when transit facilities and ship- 
ping were of a limited description: In the 
year ending January 5th, 1821, the exports from 
Ireland included 556,355 hundredweichts of 
butter, which in those daye was only valued 
at £1,947,242 10s. Od. - 

Then, as now, the reputation of Irish butter 
was a matter of paramount importance, and any 
attempts to adulterate or tamper with the 
butter were very severely dealt with. Certain 
suspicions having been aroused that inferior 
foreign butter was being imported into Ireland 
under false description, and was being mixed 
with Irish butter for the export trade, the 
matter was taken up by the Government. and 
on September 22nd, 1821, the following letter 
was addressed to the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce :— 

“ Sres.-—I am commanded by the Lords Com- 
missioners of H.M. Treasury to acquaint you for 
the information of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Dublin, with reference to their memoria} rela. 
tive to the importation of foreign butter under 
the denomination of Grease, thet their lord. 
ships bave given general directions that, when- 
ever an article is entered as ‘ Grease,’ the whole 
of the package should be carefully and duly ex- 
amined by the proper officers on the quays, and 
should the same not appear to be the fat of 
animals, but deteriorated or damaged butter, 
the article should not be delivered ont of the 
eustody of the officers as ‘Grease’ until a suffi- 
cient quantity of tar or other ingredient be 
mixed herewith at the expense of the importers 
A. i“ — it unsaleable as butter. and 
on t for e pur to wh 
plicable.”

SIR JAMES CRAIC'S POSITIOM,

It is said that no formal communicaticg 
hes yet been made to Sir James Craig with 
reference to the Irish negotiations, though 
the subject of a plebiscite of Tyrone and 
Fermanagh has been discussed at the Com 
ference. Before such a plebiscite can be 
arranged in these two counties the ‘consent 
of Ulster is absolutely necessary, and, 
consequently, it goes without saying that 
no move in this direction will be taken 
without consideration and discussion with 
the Ulster Premier and his Government. 

In the circumstances, the arrival in Lon- 
don tomorrow of Sir (raig is a 
matter of significance. He e both 
the Prime Minister and Lord Carson, and 
the ontcome of his visit will be looked for 
with interest. At present there is Little 
foundation for the belief that Ulster will 
accept a plebiscite of the two counties as 
a way out of the difficulty confronting the 
Conference. 

Later on to-day the rumour that the 
Prime Minister and his colleagues have 
decided to ask the U rnment for 
a plebiscite of the counties of Fermanagh 
and Tyrone on the question of remaining 
under that Government was authoritatively 
described to meas a product of the imagina 
tion. tis not denied, however, that 
may have been some conversation with the 
Sinn Few representatives about th: posh 
tion of Ulster, or that the Prime 
may wish to have a consultation with Sir 
James Craig on the subject. In fact, 
telegram was despatched to that gentleman 
to-day reminding him of Mr. Lloyd 
George's desire to see him, though it jis 
reported that he is already on his way to 
London. 


ULSTER’S CASE. 


It is pointed out to me, sooner ! 
even if Ministers were to suggest fo, the 
Ulster Government some modificatic mM er 
its present position under the 
of Ireland Act, that would not mean 
slightest interference with the rights of 
that Government to decide freely 
against. Critics of ihe Irish policy of His 
Majesty’s Government remark, however 
that such a suggestion might assist 
design on the part of Sinn fein i 
the responsibility of any break-down of 
the Conference upon Ulster’s refusal 
Meanwhile, the Ulster members. while 
maintaining that it is not fair to ask their 
people to make any more concessions, re- 
affirmed at the weekly meeting to-day that 
there was so far nothing in the situation 
to give them cause for apprehension. 

It has not yet been decided by the Law 
Officers of the Crown whether a new Act of 
Parliament will be necessary to give two 
Ulster her full rights under the Govern: 
ment of Ireland Act, 1920, or whether 
such a step can be taken by Order in 
Council. Powers were to have been con 
ferred on the Northern and Southern Par- 
haments respectively at the same time, 
and the question is whether the powers 
can be conferred on one Parliament with- 
out the other. 

The words of Clause 69 of the Act are: 
“ Hig Majesty may by Orders in Council 
(in this Act referred to as Irish Transfer 
Orders) make such regulations as seem 
necessary or proper for setting in motion the 
Parliaments and Government of Southern 
and Northern Ireland, and, when estab 
lished, the Parliament and Government 
of Ireland, and also for any other matter 
for which it seems to His Majesty neces- 
sary or proper to make provision for, the 
purpose of bringing this Act inte full 
operation, etc. 


PREMIER AND WASHINGTOW ; 


The Prime Minister is expected to make 
another interesting speech in the House 
of Commons to-morrow ; for he will speak 
on the Washington Conference debate, an!

The Belfast News-Letter, on the authority of 
Sir James Craig, gives a categorical denial to 
the reports stating that he had been invited 
by telegram to go to London to confer with 
Government's Conference representatives, 
and that he had replied accepting the invitation.

Our Belfast Correspondent, telegraphing last 
night. said :—Inquiries made in Belfast to-day 
in regard to the report that the Government 
intended to submit a proposal to the Ulster 
Cabinet in regard to Tyrone and Fermanagh 
elicited the information that, up to a late hour 
this evening, no communicatidn of any kind had 
been received by Sir James Craig. 

There was no meeting of the Northern Cabinet 
toxlay, and the position, so far as Ulster is con- 
cerned, remains unchanged. 

| It will be remembered that Sir James Craig, 
in a speech a few weeks ago, said that Ulster 
was not a cheese to be nibbled at, but was a 
rock of granite, which would break the teeth of 
any mice that attempted to nibble it. .

BREACHES OF

CHIEF SECRETARY'S

The Chief Secretary, in the Commons 
yesterday, was again confronted with a 
number of alleged breaches of the truce. 
He stoutly maintained that steps were 
invariably taken through the agency of 
the liaison officers of Sinn Fein to secure 
the dispersal of camps which violated the 
terms of the truce. Some camps, he said, 
did not do so. 

He was again vehement in his promises 
of protection to injured persons, and in 
regard to the evacuation of police barracks, 
said that he must support the recommenda- 
tions of the Commander-in-Chief. 

He was very severely “heckled’’ about 
the alleged gun-running. Upon General 
Decie’s assertion that he had telegraphed 
for orders to deal with a certain cargo, 
and had received no instructions until it 
was too late being brought to his notice, 
Sir Hamar Greenwood countered with the 
reply that it was Genera] Decie’s duty 
to have stopped the arms without await- 
ing orders. — 

In the course of a reply to a suggestion 
that people were afraid to lodge com- 
plaints against the Sinn Feiners, he said 
that there had been no clearly proved case 
of murder &bince the truce. 


BEGGAR’S BUSH. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood, replying to Captain 
Foxcroft, said that two bombs exploded in the 
outer yard of the Auxiliary Police Barracks at 
Beggar’s Bush, Dublin, on the evening of the 
28th ult. No other damage was committed 
than the breaking of two windows. A Board 
of Investigation was held the following day, 
and found that the bombs were thrown by 
persons unknown. ‘The authors of the outrage 
had not been discovered, and the police in- 
vestigations wero still proceeding with a view 
to their apprehension and punishment. 
Answering Viscount Ourzon, who asked 
whether, on October 14th, a private soldier was 
attacked by armed men while waiking with a 
girl in Limerick, and had his bandolier stolen, 
Sir Hamar Greenwood said that he understood 
from the Commander-in-Chief that the facts 
were as stated by the hon. member. Inquiries 
into the matter were still proceeding. 
Sir Hamar Greenwood informed Viscount 
Curzon that the workhouse at Rathkeale, Co. 
Limerick, which had been vacant for some time, 
had been occupied by a number of men, be- 
lieved to be members of the Irish Republican 
Army. Such buildings were under the manage- 
ment of the local authority, and he had not 
been able to ascertain what arrangements were 
made in regard to upkeep when this buildin 
ceased to be used as a workhouse. Action had 
been already taken in regard to the present 
occupation of the building. 
In reply to a supplementary question, Sir 
Hamar Greenwood said the commandeering of 
buildings was a breach of the truce, and 
breaches of the truce must be treated through 
the liaison machinery. That was the only way 
he knew of dealing with them. 
Sir H. Greenwood, replying to Mr. Lynn, 
denied that any high official in Dublin Castle 
was supplied with a safe conduct permit or pass 
by. the {rish Republican Army or Sinn Fein. 
Mr. Lynn—How was Mr. Cope able to go 
about Dublin P 
Sir H. Greenwood—No such pass was issued. 
Mr. Cope was a plucky servant of the Crown. 

Replying to question by Captain Foxcroft and 
Mr. rá Gwynne, as to the holding of Sim 
Fein Courts in Kilkenny: and Kinsale, Sir H.

An amazing kidnapping “rag in con- 
nection with the Aberdeen University 
Rectorial election last night, is reported 
by the Press Association. 

On Wednesday Independent Liberal students 
attempted to lure into a motor car Mr. F. C. 
Thomson, the Coalition Unionist M.P. for South 
Aberdeen, apparently with the intention of 
driving him to a country inn, in crder to 
prevent his addressing a meeting of Coalition 
Unionists. The plot miscarried. 

Yesterday Unionists forcibly abducted four 
leading officials of the University Liberal Party, 
the President, Vice-President, Secretary, and 
a prominent member of the Executive Commt- 
tee. Two were seized near the University 
buildings and thrust into a motor car, another 
was pounced upon while having dinner in his 
lodgings, and the fourth was captured as he 
descended from a tram car. 

The last-mentioned put up a strenuous fight, 
and there came to his aid two lady students, 
who belaboured the press gang with their 
umbrellas. The four captives vere driven to 
the private residence of a Unionist, and kept 
there until the meeting of their party at the 
University had concluded. . 
Several private houses were raided by stu- 
dents in a vain search of their four kidnapped 
comrades. The latter were eventually driven to 
an hotel, where the Unionists were holding a 
social function, and were ushered in, grotesquely 
bedecked with the colours of the Liberal Party— 
red, white, and blue ribbons.

He thought the Government proposals 
should go further.

RESIGNATION DEBATE IN THE

1 the resignation of Sir Basil Thomson. 

Sir Basil Thomson was absolutely the best 
man for the post. Why had pressure been 
brought on him to resign when dangers were 
ahead? Ii his resignation was demanded on 
the ground of economy, it was an economy 
which was ruinous. That was not the time to 
get rid of the man whom extremists feared 
more than any other official. 
The Home Secretary agreed that it was well 
that the matter should be thrashed outon the 
Gaor of the House, but ought to have 
waited to hear him before they made accusa- 
tions of dishonesty. 

Just before he came to the House that even- 
ing he received Sir J. Byrne's answer. Sir 
Joseph wrote that, sons Í heard what had 
taken place in the House, he could not feel it 
consistent with his self-respect and in the 
| public interest to undertake juties of the kind 
offered him unless he had public support. 
(Cheers.) 

He had, therefore, felt it his duty to refuse 
what was still only an offer. There was, there- 
fore, no question of his appointment now, and 
he (Mr. Shortt) deeply regretted it. 

He referred to difficulties that arose in actual 
working as between Sir Basi] Thomson and the 
Chief missioner of Police, General Horwood. 
He was most anxious to retain the services of 
Sir Basil Thomson, and he had tried to make 
things work smoothly between them. There was 
overlapping and lack of co-ordination, and he 
was bound to consider whether the time had 
not arrived when we should go back to the old 
system and bring the Criminal Investigation De- 
partment and the Speciel Branch together 
again. He wae bound to tell Sir Basil Thomson 
that it had been decided to go back to the old 
system. Sir Basil decided to resign. 

The House divided, and the motion was de- 
feated by 144 to 41.

The news that Sir Jazies Craig will shortly 
be in London inspires the hope that his visit 


and that it is only likely that the difficulties of 
the negotiations have reached their climax in 
the Ulster question. 

To hope that, while the presemt temper of both 
sides im Ireland continues, any mere formula 
can radically change it, is to hope for a miracle. 
To draw a new Ulster boundary, even if that 
were found practicable, would not afiect the 
deeper issues involved. Ingenuity can, we fear, 
devise no solution which would not be resisted 
by one or other of the great Irish parties. If 
this Conference is to gucceed where others have 
failed, it will be rather because it has bronght 
new sympathy and understanding to its work 
than because it is likely to make any great 
discovery. 
There is, however, one approach to the Ulster 
problem, which, though we suggested it more 
than two years ago, may be worthy of recon- 
sideration in the light of present evonts. 
The best hope of co-operation between them 
lies in their meeting in common counci] upon 
a footing of equality. 

Such a solution would demand that Sinn Fein 
should aceept the limits imposed by imexorable 
facts upon the realimation of Irish unity, and 
that Ulster should, for her part, abandon an 
attitude of aloofness. Ireland would then be 
one im fact and law, her unity conditioned only 
by circumstances which, if they arose, must, 
under any conditions, be subverstve of its comr 
plateness. 

Possibly the time for accommodation upon 
such a basis has passed. Possibly the Confer- 
ence may find a better scheme, but, unless we 
are gravely mistaken, the underlymg principle 
of our suggestion is well-founded in equity and 
| in the abiding, realitées of the Lrish situation.

FINANCIAL PARAGRAPHS. 


The Bank rate has now been reduced from the 
St pet ceut. level fixed on July 21, and. comes aa a 
rn ound relief because for the past month or two 

whbard street has received many disappointments 
uptil it had begun to despair. Ordinarily at this 

season of the year the tendency of the Bank rate 
woul be upwards, for the closing months of the 
year usually mean greater ac vity ín trade. But 
times are not normal, as we all know, and perhaps 
because of this the change in the Bank rate evd all 
it represents, either directly Or indirectly in relatiou 
to the financing of trade, is doubly welcome. With 
out being unduly opt mistic, it may be hoped that 
the incipient recuperation in the world's economic 
apd -financial position referred to by Mr. McKenna 
may he stimulated, because, after all, the Bank of 
‘England's rate is still more or less dominant. in 
relation to world conditions, although this power 
is less supreme than it was in pre-war time, when 
the gold standard was effective. It may, in fact, 
mean that the dark clouds of industria! depression, 
as oppressive in the New World as in Europe, may 
be lifting. It would, however, be unreasonable to 

expect anything but a gradual and even almast 

unpefceptible improvement with recurring reactions 
of diminishing force.
